Dorset West Hants Brancit: West Dorset Diviston. 

A mereTina of the West Dorset Division was held at the County 
Hospital, Dorchester, on November 14th. 

Dr. G. G. Morrice demonstrated the case of a boy, aged 7, who 
had an attack of encephalitis three years ago; at that time he 
used to drop asleep on the pavement. He now suffered from 
wasting of the left Conaistel muscles, which had come on recently, 
and also from “ lachschlag ’’—‘‘ if he wants to have a good laugh 
he has to lie down.’”? Dr. Morrice then showed a woman, aged 44, 
with Korsakoff’s syndrome. For two months she babbled foolishly 
and had mental depression and delusions of persecution; in addi- 
tion there was peripheral neuritis of the legs. On admission to 
hospital she could not walk without support, but she could now 
walk alone. There was no history of alcoholic excess. Dr. Morrice 
also demonstrated one of Dr. Nash-Wortham’s cases—a man, 
aged 27, who was deaf-and nearly dumb. Paraplegia had recently 
developed, .with failing. vision in both eyes, especially the left. 
The Wassermann reaction was negative. Dr. T. B. Broapway 
showed a patient, a girl aged 17, suffering from severe hysterical 
manifestations, . . 

The Honorary Secretary, in a report concerning the action of 
the Dorset County Council in connexion with the Local Govern- 
ment Act, stated that it appeared that no serious objection could 
be taken to the scheme prepared by the county council. He also 
reported that a mecting of representatives of the Division and 
of the British Hospitals’ Association had. taken place, and that 
it had been resolved to form a Hospitals’ Consultative Committee

vyants in Aid of Teaching in Dental Schools, _ 

e cen meeting Ve the Dental Board (the opening of 
ssion was reported in the Supplement of November 
wth at page 242), the Board authorized its Educational Grants 
Committee to negotiate with the authoritics controlling the 
dental schools with a view to providing teaching posts in 

rative dental surgery, orthodontics, or allied clinical 
oP jects the Board to contribute towards not more than two 
a ‘4 posts a sum not exceeding £500 per annum in any school, 
The committee was also authorized to inform the. authorities 
controlling the dental schools that the policy of the Board is io 
encourage the appointment of whole-time teachers of university 
rofessorial status, paid at the rate of not less than £1,000 per 
team, and with this object to offer to make contributory 

nts of not more than £500 per annum to any one university 
or school. These resolutions followed on a report of the com- 
mittee which stated that the majority of the schools held the 
view—in which the committee concurred—that their teaching 
could best be strengthened by securing the regular services of 
ene or two men who would devote a considerable proportion of 
{heir time to teaching work in dental surgery. It was believed 
that the existence in most of the schools of posts of this kind, 
at £500 a year, would attract a considerable number of first-rate 
young practitioners into teaching, though it was doubtful 
whether such posts would induce them to devote themselves to 
teaching permanently. It was the opinion of the committee that 
there ought, in fact, to be more of a career in dental teaching 
than at present, and this meant that there should be a cerain 
number of highly paid posts, if possible, of professorial. ran‘. 
The Board could not afford from its own resources to establish 
wofessorships in dentistry, but it might be possible, while 
enabling the schools at present to establish the sort of posts 
which they most needed, to hold out such prospects of help 
in,regard to the higher posts as would make the schools put 
forward considerable efforts to provide them later on. 

The Board also agreed to a recommendation that, notwith- 
standing a previous resolution limiting bursaries to the cost of 
study for a licence in dental surgery, such assistance might be 
granted as was considered necessary to enable a candidate for 
a bursary to take advantage of a grant or “ free pass ’’ awarded 
by another body for a degree in dentistry, provided there was 
not entailed to any individual bursar an award greater than 
that necessary for a licence. 

Grants at the rate of £3,000 a year for five years to the 
Medical Research Council, and at the rate of £2,6C0 a year for 
three years to the Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research, were voted by the Board.

At the meeting of the London Panel Commitice on November

Inquiry into Prescribing. 

The quesiion arose of a report by three medical referees 
appointed by the Minister of Health to inquire into the pre- 
scribing of an insurance practitioner; these referees had suggesied 
the advisability of practitioners using only such drugs or prepara- 
tions as had been scientifically controlled. The Pharmacy Sub- 
committee held the view that practitioners were perfecily in 
order in judiciously experimenting with new preparations which 
became available from time to time, and the secretary of the com- 
miitee had been instructed to send a letter to the Ministry 
inquiring if the above interpretation of the report was correci, 
and, if so, to express disagreement with the pronouncement cf 
the referees. It was agreed to refer the whole matter to the 
Insurance Acts Committee in order that it might be dealt with 


centrally.
